A search was being made throughout the lake country north 
of Brainerd to seek out their possible hiding place. 
The police 
department of Brainerd kept careful check of every car entering 
the city from Highway No. 19. 
The three bandits conducted the holdup in a professional 
manner. While one remained in a waiting car, a Hupmobile eight, 
two others carried out their holdup plans in a cool manner. 
They forced J. C. Nelson, president; A. C. Larson, cashier; 
M iss Gladys Aas, assistant cashier; Mrs. Paul Hartwig and 
daughter, Grace, customers, to lie face down on the floor while 
they gmtrhPrt nIT'T'trrreney in sig h t in the vault. 
A fter placing 
the money in a pile on the floor and ransacking the two teller’s 
cages, they forced the five people at the point of guns into the 
vault and locked the door. 
Realizing that a holdup was taking place Miss Irene Soren­ 
son, bookkeeper, ran out the rear door to the Pequot Motor Co. 
where she spread the alarm.

B rainerd was quite excited and proud of the fact when it was 
50 years old and had a celebration at the time. 
Boston goes us 
250 years better and is about to celebrate its 300th birthday. 
The Memphis Commercial Appeal comments about the anni­ 
versary to be observed next year, celebrating- the founding of the 
city. 
In 1630 John W inthrop came over to the Bay country .with 
1,000 Puritans. 
The world knows the rest of the story. 
John W inthrop would hardly know the old town if he could 
come back for the tercentenary. 
He would hear a bewildering 
confusion of tongues on the street cars. 
Ile would see scores of 
churches designed neither in architecture nor in theology after 
the Puritan model. 
Emporia, Kau., would be a much more congenial spot for 
John Winthrop. 
Boston has moved west and, to a lesser degree, 
south. And by Boston is meant the way of looking at things that 
began with the New England Puritans. 
In many parts of the 
Middle West today not only have the Puritan ideals obtained in 
much of their pristine vigor but the racial strain also has been 
kept fairly pure. Colleges and churches are dotted all through the 
Ohio and Upper Mississippi valleys that go back to Puritan found­ 
ers. 
I t is the contagion of ideas that forms the connecting link 
between the South and the descendants of W inthrop^ band of a 
thousand. 
The South respects the Christian Sabbath and the 
Christian Bible. 
The South is peculiarly sensitive to moral issues 
in politics. 
W hat is all this but the resurgence of the New E ng­ 
land “conscience” ? 
There are temperamental differences, to be 
sure, but in many basic feelings the spirit of W inthrop’,1* New 
England lives in the South. 
Boston’s tercentenary is no local episode. 
It affects the en­ 
tire nation.
